Not a vestige of the old 
b uilding remains, which is even fast 
passing out of the memory of many 
It was an imposing structure of b rick 
and stone, five stories in height, the 
corner stone of which was laid July 4, 
855, B F. Tay lor, the pcet-editor of 
the Chicago Journal at that time, d e ­ 
livering the oration.
